THE PEACE PHOSPECrS. 

Mr. (UiidatoiiL' would sooiu disposed to 
repoao on hia I.iurola by tiikiiig advantngo 
of the lull in Europuaii politics to rutin; 
from the position of loader of tlio govorii- 
inent. It is as yet too soon to pass u ver- 
dict upon the policy which has ovontuat- 
ed in penco witli Itnssia when both na- 
tions, only the other day, strained at the 
leaaii in vain eliort to jump at each nther'a 
throats. The impression on the continent 
is j,'eiiernl ■ liat England has allowed her- 
self to be ai;ain fooled by the czar's advis- 
ers and that the day when Eui;lish and 
Kuasiau arms must clash un the banks uf 
the Hori rud is only postponed. The 
danger is only averted for a brief period ; 
not put aside forever. Llencoforth the 
foreii;ii policy of England iniisl always be 
hampered by the sh.idow of an impending 
war with liiissia. If France and (ireat IJri 
tain di.sagrt'u 011 an trivial a matter aa the 
suppression uf an indecent newspaper; or 
if Bismarck cuiaplains that Great Britain's 
retention uf tieligoland is n constant 
menace to Uerinany; ur if the I'nlted 
Status domnnd important concussi>>iis on 
the fishing banks, tlio ini|iression will go 
forth that Russia has cmly to luobili/.e a 
few bal.\llions oiithu .-Vf^hanistan horderto 
induce England to concede every point 
to other nations so that her bauds may be 
free to tight for her Indian empire. This i -s 
not a pleasant position for a hanghty, brave 
and chivalrous iieoplelikoHritou.s to occupy ; 
and it is not to be wondered at that they 
are restive iindcr the rostraiuts which the 
Gladstone policy has forced on them. If 
the nation wito polled to-morrow the cou- 
serviitivort would triumph by a very deeidi'd 
majority; but, niifortunattjly, the i-ouutrv 
will not be polled for some inuntlis, iiiul 
when the elections eome olV the pi-ople 
may be induced by a feeling (jf false security 
to endorse the present foreign policy. 
A.fter Waterloo and until a few years ago 
Great britaiu was the dominant piiwer in 
Europe. Ko uatiou tlared tu make war 
without consulting the "mistress of the 
seas." Now (iermany stUuds iu the front 
rank aud plays with ilnropeau powers very 
muuh< as a cat jilays with mice. Lord 
Eosebery has just returned from Ber- 
lin where lie went to sound 
Bismarck on mutters intimately associated 
with Egypt and India. Whether a fresh 
humiliation ia in store for Great Britain 
will shortly be determined. It is well 
understood that Bismarck ia nut an ad- 
mirer of Gladstone; there is no love lost 
between the pair, and the belief thai in 
its foreign and coluni.il [lolicies iMigland 
has been worsted will not serve to draw 
the two nations closer togc'tlier or excite 
in the niiiuls of theso ancient statosmeii 
feelings of alTectionate regard for each 
other. Great Britain requires at this 
hour a strong man at the head of the gov- 
erniniint. Ciladstono is too much of a 
peaco-at-aiiy-prico statesman to succeed in 
a diplomatic tilt witli a powerful adver- 
sary. IJia policy in Egypt has gone to 
smash almost before it was fairly launched. 
The blood and treasure that were spent 
there hove been wasted. Poor Gordon 
died iti vain; and the [jresent condition of 
that country, after a struggle of eighteen 
months, is worse than the tirst Instead 
of leading, (ir(Mit IJriiain is following 
Qonnany; instead of meeting and thrash 
ing Russia in Afghanistan she lias as - 
sented to a patohed-up peace which in the 
result may prove more disastrous to her 
interests in India than if a great war hud 
been undertaken now. 

NRA Rimi HOME. 

The appi;tite is said to grow 011 what it 
feeds; and the wave of agitation which 
was set in motion ten yeara ago by u f o w 
stout hearts in this city, has swept on 
until having embraced all clasBes in tlii! 
Pacitie province it has crossiMl the Rocky 
Mountains and ia now dashing against the 
walls uf the purliaiuent buildings at 
Ottawa. The eloquent and pathetic ap 
peal passed at a recent public inoetini< 
hero will be quoted at the east as the cc 
pressioii of earnest and far seeing men w ho 
recognize the evil results of a system 
which, unless spee'dily checked Ijy legis- 
lation, will overwiiehii and destroy the 
fabric of society as it is already niulormin- 
ing the interests of civilized workingmon 
and women. The story has been so often 
told; the evils ot the Mongolian presence 
have been so often sketched; and the un- 
happy uU'ecls of th(! eoiiipotition of Cau- 
casians with a race that is fiu'eign in blood, 
language, habits, aspirations, religion anil 
aims have been made so apparent that we 
shall not -^eary the reader by repeating 
them. Our object in referring to the 
agitation now is to point out that 

the prcjspect of federal letiislaii in the 

subject were never so bright iia unw. The 
powerful liberal parly, after sneering for 
years at the agitation and ridiculing the 
expressed determination of British Uolum 
bians to rid themselves of the yellow in 
cubuB, have turned right ahoul-face and 
their leaders declare theiiuelvos 111 favor 
of civilizcti as oppiised ti. piigaii labor. 
The sturdiest advnuates (jf a restrictive 
measure are iMr lilake and Mr. i\liicken- 
zie, whoso change of heart (let us hi'[H-) 
has been brought about after serious con 
sideration of the whole matter. The re 
port of the Uhines(! cnminission was iint 
such as the luiblic hail a rigljt to expect; 
and the detiirmination of theOttawa gov- 
ornmeiit to pass a restrictive! act in the? 
face of that report is the most gratifyiiiL' 
feature that has attended the agitation 
The cause of civilization will surely 
triumph; but there must be no relaxation 
of effort until the victory has beiui won.

100 men -ach, iu.sti'ad of which we have 
about 30 men on the ndl all told. lOin- 
ployers of labor should oli'er every induce- 
ment to men in their employ to enable 
them to join; and to wake the niovoinent 
more popular with the public iieriodical 
church parades and an occasional march 
out would perhaps prove a means to (his 
end.
